RANDALL OR CARLISLE. 


A CLOSE FIGHT AND AN BXCITED 
CROWD. 


Mr. Cerlisie Secures a Mejority of t*e Georgia Deic- 
Ration,and Appears to be on the Up Grade— 
Mr. Randall Regains His Conficence— 

The Minor Offices, Etc.

Wasuincton, November 30.—The history 
oi congress does not show such a canvass for 
the speakership as that now raging. I fear 
that bad feeling is rising in it towards the 
closing hours of its canvass. Georgia changed 
the drift undoubtedly yesterday, when Messrs. 
Biount, Hammond, Reese and Crisp arrived 
and declared strongly for Mr. Carlisle, while 
Mr. Nicholls was the only Georgian supporter 
then here for’ Mr. Randall. Following close 
on the depressing effect of this announcement 
came the action of the lilinois delegation, 
“withdrawing Mr. Springer, and pledging its 
solid support to Mr. Carlisle. I notice that 
Springer, Morrison, Hoiman, and every other 
democratic candidate from the west that as- 
pired to the leadership in the last house, is 


against Mr. Randall. Most of them are men 
With griévances and the rest are jealous of 
the prominence he has attained, and would 
win y the election for the 
speakership. The southern men _ have 
been very kind in their tone toward Mr. Ran- 
dall, whether they intend to vote tor him or 
not. What opposition has come to him from 
the south is based solely on his tariff views. 
But while he stands firmly onthe Onio plat- 
form, Mr. Carlisle seems to be shaving closer 
and closer to the same position. It cannot be 
called a sectional fight, though the bulk ofl 
the south is against Randall. [his morning 
Messrs. Hardeman, Ciemeats, Buchanan and 
Candler came in, making the Georgia delega- 
tion complete, except furner, woo will be 
here to-morrow, and is known to be for Car- 
lisle. 
HOW THE GEORGIA DELEGATION STANDS, 

The Georgia delegation stands as follows on 
the speakership: Messrs. Hammond, Blount, 
Reese, Crisp, Buchanan and Turner, are 
known to be for Carlisle, and are working for 
him hbard;. Mr. Clements is thought to be for 
him. Messrs. Hardeman, Nichols and Can- 
dler are for Randall. Mr. Hammond is sick, 
and will not probably be able to be at the 
caucus Saturday night. Joho 8. Barbour, of 
Virginia, clainis that Randall is certain to be 
nominated, but the current seems to be in 
favor of Carlisle. The southerp men claim 
the speaker, the clerk, the doorkeeper and 
postmaster of the house, and have cunceded 
tothe northern demecrats the sergeant-at- 
arms. The leading dewocrats here frum tbe 
norih think the demucrats in the house make 


a fatal mistake in making the taal a party | 
| en 


question, and say there ls no hope to reform 
it, because anything that the house will do 
will be checked by the senate and by the 
president, and that it is suicidal to raise tie 
uwsue when it can do no goud. 

MR. CARLISLE 8 VIEWS. 

It was stated to-day that Mr. Carlisle had 
told Mr. Vats, of Alabama, that he was not ia 
favor of any further agitation ofthe tariif 
question during histerm as speaker, MA(r. 
Blount says this is not correct; that Mr, Car- 
lisile is in favor of making a Vigurous cai- 
paign ov the tariff, and wants to pusb reforius 
on it all the time, and tou make the democraiic 
party take a square position on it in the next 
presidential race. The men here who ure 
loudest on that line are from states like |i'i- 
nois, Michigan, lowa and Wisconrin, which 
don’t represent the possibility of a single vote 
in the next year’scontest forpresident. They 
are not entitled to the Same cou- 
sideration as democrats frou 
those donbiful states of the norii, 
who come here and declare that the electiou 
of Randall will help us in their country. Jie 
New York delegation on a test between Cur- 
lisle and Randall will give the latter ali its 
twenty-une votes,except Hewitt, Dorsheim-r, 
Slocum and Perry Beimont. 

A RANDALL RALLY. 

Confidence seemed to be strong for Carlisle 
all day, but to-night the Randall men have 
raHied wonderfully, and one hour ago I saw 
three bets made at Willard’s of $500 tu $350 ou 
Randall. O. O. Stealey, correspondent of the 
Courier-Journal, bet $1,000 on Carlisie yester- 
day, and last night Jobo Trainer, of Washing- 
ton, pushed up $3,000 against Joe Rickey, of 
St. Louis, that Ranuail would win. Money is 
freely offered to-night, and a Randall man at 
the National to-day said he would cover 
$20,000 by midnight if the other side would 
produce it. This sort of talk is of value to 
neither side, and has ‘ittle effect. 

REPUBLICAN OPPOSITION TO RANDALL. 

Every expression from republican source 
has expressed pleasure at any prospect of 
Randali’s defeat. Tu day, Mr. W.C. Morrill, 
of Atlanta, called on Coumissioner Loring, 
who asked him how the speakership contest 
would result Mr. Morrill said he thougat 
Randall would be elected. Loring replied: 
“TI hope not. With tue other man the dem- 
crats could not carry asinzle state north of 
Masen and Dixon’s line.’’ Bill Chandler is 
said to be jubilant over what he believes to 
be the pending mistake of the party, and 
William will probably be ‘king bee’’ in the 
republican swarm next year. 

BANDALL’'S CONFIDENCE, 

At 10 o’clock to-unigut Mr. Randall told me 
he felt surer of his success than he ever did, 
aud certainly he looked like a man who 
meant what he said. There is no doubt that 
Carlisle will lead him on the first ballot, but 
they will not be farapart, and Cox wiil bold 
the, balance of power. The pressure on his 
men is enormous from the north to force him 
to Randall. The New York delegation 
agreed to-night to stick to Cox, but that 
means nothing, fur the race must narrow 
after a few ballots to Carlisle and Randall. 
Certain itis at midnight that the Randall 
men are better in band ane fuily as cheer- 
ful as their opponent. 

THE MINOR OFFICES, 

Leedom’s pruspective defeat of Thompson 
for sergeant-at-arms is taken here as @ piesage 
of Pendieton’s duwnfall before Durbin Ward’s 
candidacy forthe senate in Onbio. General 
Fieid hus Georgia, Alabama and South Caro- 
lina solid fur doorkeeper, and will be elected. 
Between Ciark and Atkins for clerk there is 
little reason for preference, so far as their 
chances are concerned. A dozen candidates 
are after the postmastership. Neither side 
will sleep much to-night, and befuresundown 
to-morrow some of the finest work in the 
history of American politics will be done. 

TWO DAYS MORE WOULD FIX IT. 

If the race bau two days longer to go, Raa- 
dali would win beyond all doubt. Whether 
he can break the strong array now against 
him between wow and the assembling of the 
caucus to-morrow night, remains to be seen; 
his best posted friends say he can. Henry 
Watterson has aletterin the New York World 
to-day strongly criticising Gurdon’s position 
for Randall. Senator Brown came this morn. 
ing, and Senator Colquit is expected to-mor- 
row. Washington never had a livelier open- 
ing to a session, and it is conceded that the 
lines for next year’s fight are to be laid here 
in the next fewimonths. Colonel Hammond

THE ACTION OF THE NEW YORK DELEGATION. 
# Wasuincton, November 30,—After a long 
session the New York delegation agreed that 


General Slocum would present Cox’s name, 
and that the delegation would stick to him as 
long as the issue was between him and Car- 
lisle, but that when any other issue was 
raised, each member shou!d go as he pleased. 
This action is received gladly by the Randall 
men, whoclaim sixteen certain and seven- 
teen probably of the twenty-one New York 
voters. That delegation hold the situation in 
its grasp, and there is considerable talk ofa 
dark horse since its action. Springer and 
Holman are both out of the question, but 
Eaton, of Connecticut, and Converse, of Ohio, 
are freely discussed as possibilities at mid- 
night. However, this talk will fall before to- 
morrow’s hard pressure on the old lines, and 
the caucus will have to choose between Ran- 
dall and Carlisle.

COX’S HOLD OWN New YORK. 


} he Delegation Apparently Paves the Way tora Dark 
He 


W ASHINGTON, November 30 —-Seventeen dem- 


ocratic members of the New York delegation | 


metin conference at Mr. Cox’s rooms at 12:30 
to-day, and remained together until 1:45, at 
which time they took a recess until 8 o'clock. 
No resolutions were passed, and no forma! 
action of any kind was taken, everythiny 
having been postponed forthe evening session. 
The absentees were Messrs. Hutchins, Alf 
Hutchins, Arnett Rogers and Robinson. The 
New York members who were at the consulta- 
tion say that the entire delegation, with the 
probable exception of two members, will sup 
port Cox until the last. Muller, one of the 
dissenting members, promised to give a fina 
answer as to his determination atthe meeting 
to-night. 

An important incident of the speakership 
contest. to-day was the action of the New 
York delegation with respect to Mr. Cox's 
candidacy. That the vote of this delegation 
was considered important, not only in its di- 
rect relation to Cox’s fight, but in its bearing 
on Randall’s chances, was evident from the 
fact that until the result of the New York 
conference was*made known, Randall’s lieu- 


tenants would only talk in the most general 


terms of the situation. 
ACCESSIONS TO CARLISLE 

Carlisle’s friends,however, appeared to look 
for nothing from New York, and had only a 
curious interest inthe result of the confer- 
ence, They said they could win without a 
vote from either New York or Pennsylvania. 
The New York men had an informal meeting 
in the afternoon, at which nothing was de- 
termined. This evening another meeting 
was held in the room adjoining Cox’s 
headquarters at Willard’s hotel. 
Twenty members were expected to 
attend but only sixteen put in an appearance 
The session lasted more than two hours, and 
Cox announced, as a result of the meeting, 
that the sixteen members present would sup- 
port him in hisfight. It was learned, how- 
ever, from members of the delegation that 
upon the proposition to vote for Cox until 
released by him from any obligation to do so, 
only eleven votes were cast in the aftirma- 
tive, The other’ five members _pres- 
would not pledge themselves 
to vote for Cox throughout, although they 
expresed their willingness to go into the cau- 
cus as his supporters. The second choice of 
those five, it is understood, is Randall. Mr. 
Cox said to-night, after the meeting of the 
New York delegation, that he was sull inthe 
fight. He spoke with an assumption of 


| cheerfulness, but with some apparent bitter- 


ness Of his experiences in the contest. 

Mr. Cariisle’s forces received several acces- 
sions to-day, some of them unexpected. One 
vote from Fiorida and one from Louisiana 
that have heretofore been counted for Ran- 
dall, were entered on the Carlisle list to-day. 
The gentlemer whe will poll their votes are 
calling on Mr. Carlisle to assure him of their 
support. Mr. Carlisle also received assurances 
of eight of the ten members of the Georgia 
delegation, two of the three members of the 
West Virginia delegation, and four 
mermnbers of the Massachusetts delegation, that 
they would vote for him from first to last. 
Representative Follett, of Ohio, who was said 
to be wavering and inclined towards Randall, 
called upon Cariisle to-night and pledged 
himself to yote for the fatter until the last 
ballot. It was stated also at Carlisle’s head- 
quarters that the Wisconsin delegation, which 
was placed last night in the Randal! doubtful 
list, was pledged to Carlisle; that the latter 
could be elected without a vote from New 
York, Pennsylvania or Ohio, although three 
votes from the last mentioned state were 
changed for him. 

THE RANDALL HEADQUARTERS. 

The maximuw vote conceded to Randall at 
the Carlisle headquariers is 65 There wasa 
larger crowd at Ranodall’s rooms to-night than 
last night, but most of ghe increase was due 
to the arrival of friends of that gentleman 
from Pennsivania The congressmen who 
were present, besides the Pennslvania mem- 
bers, were mostly from the southern states, 
Ohio was well represented, however, and 
there was twoor three Indianians present 
at times, The gentlemen authorized to 
speak for Randall held to the figures given 
laet night—ninety-four votes for their chief 
They disputed Carlislels claim to the votes of 
Wisconsin and other western states, and said 
the majority of the Ohio and Iowa delega- 
tions would. be found voting for Randall. 
hey considered Cox still in the fight, and 
allowed him from thirty toforty votes. The 
principal part of his strength, they said, 
would go to their candidate when Cox with- 
drew. 

There was a renewal to-night of the talk of 
an arrangement between the friends of Cox 
and Randall, and this talk was emphasized 
by the flitting to and fro between the Randal! 
and Cox headquarters of professed supporters 
of those two gentiemen. The Ohio members 
were conspicuous in the numberof those who 
were to be found, first at one place and then 
at the other. Eignt of the Ohio members are 
sure to vote for Randall, and it is almost 
equally certain that he will get ten of them, 
as soon as } is out of the 
fight. There been considerable 
talk, principally Carlisle’s men, 
of an effort to secure a viva voce vote in the 
caucus. Mr. Willis, Mr Carlisle’s principal! 
lieutenant, explained this to night by stating 
that some of Carlisle's friends, who are from 
states in which the viva voce form of voting 
is used a: al) elections, urge that it be adopted 
in caucus. He says they use the argument 
that as this contest is not a personal one but 
a contest over principles, the constituents of 
the members have the right to know how 
they vote. Willis said he did not know 
whether or not the friends of viva voce voting 
would have strength enough in the caucus to 
secure the adoption of that method of voting 
for speaker.

The Tw.nty-Four Hour Clockse—Crumbaugh’s Suc 
cessor Appointed. 

WasHINGTON, November 30.—Since the 
adoption of the stanaard time in this coun- 
try about 400 applications have been filed 
with the patent office for clock dials and other 
devices intended to present the twenty-four 
hours in @ convenient manner and unduly 
crowding the figures together. A large num- 
ber of these applications have been rejected 
by the patent office upon evidence found in 
musty old volumes that Prince Soltykoff once 
possessed a watch made in the year 1547, upon 
the dial of which appeared the pours frum one 
to twenty-four, arranged in two concentric 
circles.

| THF REPUBLICAN SIDE. 


EX-SPBAKER KBIFER WANTS VIN- 
DICATION. 


William Walter Phelps Advises the Ex«Speaker 
Not to Press Himself Into Prominence— ibe 
Reply ct the Gentiemen From Ozio— 
Other Poliiicai Gossip of Laterest. 


WasHineton, November 30.—William Wal- 
ter Phelps, of New Jersey, arrived in Wash: 
ington this evening. In conversation with a 
reporter he expressed some surprise at the im- 
portance given to his recent letter to ex- 
Speaker Keifer. It contained, he said, noth- 
ing except a suggestion that Mr. Keifer could 
do his party great good, were he disposed to 
tell his friends not to vote for 
his nomination in the caucus. It was 
neither a threat nor acommand nor a request, 
but a simple suggestion. Nor were the reasons 
given, he thought, uncomplimentary to the 
ex-speaker. They would apply toall who, 
during the last two years had held a position 
in the party of sufficient prominence to ex- 
cite’ enmities. The letter was not marked 
‘personal’ nor ‘private’ nor ‘‘confidential,’’ 
but was a letteron a public subject, and as 
such could be discussed with 
propriety by all who were interested in its 
subject. Keifer’s reply, he said, was kindly 
enough, but he feared that personal friends 
might claim that his renomination was neces- 
sary asa vindication for him. He (Phelps) 
still thought the welfare of the party was of 
greater importance than kindness of this 
kind, which was never complete and satisfac-- 
tory. He proposeda method of procedure 
which, in his opinion, would in the end do 
the party no harm and which, while it- might 
not vive Keifer a'l that he wished, would 
not have the appearance of giving to another 
what Keifer’s friends claimed was his by 
right, that was that republican members 
should have no caucus, orif the caucus were 
held, that it should make no nomination. 

If the representatives, however, still insist 
upon making some nomination, Robinson’s 
name had been suggested as one command- 
ing many obvious advanteges as the governor 
of Massachusetts. Hewould not be in Wash- 
ington to claim the leadership in the party on 
tne strength of this indorsement. 

The correspondence between Phelps and 
Keifer is given tothe public to-day. A full 
and currect summary of Phelps’s first letters 
has already been telegraphed. Keiler’s: reply 
is very long and of vigorous language. He 
does not accept Phelps’s proposition.

WCLIPSED: 


THE SENATORS 


An Era ln Which the Kepresontative is a Bigger Man 
Than the Seuator.

WasHincton, November 29.—Up to a few 
days aguv | had supposed that the United 
States senatorship was the highest office an 
Aierican citizen couid hold, In my mind it 
had not even paled before the presidency, for 
the history of that station shows a succession 
of circumstance and luck, with only occa- 
sional gleams of genius to light the mon- 
o.ony of its mediocrity. Take out Washing- 
ton, Jefferson, the elder Adams, Jackson, 
and Lincoln, and what are the 
men whe have inhabited the white house? 
They have been turncoats like Tyler, white 
livers like Buchanan, political zeros like 
Pierce, corruptionists like Garfield or trick- 
sters jike Arthur. Long agomy youthful 
fuith gave way on the presidency and the 
rude hana of iconoclasm dashed that idol to 
the ground. ButI had still believed in the 
senate, though I had seen a_ boor 
like Tabor and ae drunkard like 
Lapham, whirling in its rosewood 
chairs. Iam afraid this idol, too, must go. 
Surely it must if I judge of the cousideration 
which is paid to senators here just uow. The 
all-absorbing interest of te speakership has 
eoncentrated attention on the house, and 
nobody cares what the other end of the capi- 
tol plots, or plans, or thinks, I have been no 
little amused at the insignificance of the 
average senator as he has dropped in 
during the last few days. Nobody 
meets him at the train. The 
porter refuses his check, and the cabmen spat- 
ters him with mudas he drives to.catch a 
waiting representative. He goes to the ho- 
tei and registers his name with the wildest 
senatorial flourish, but the clerk don’t kuow 
bim or care to waste a momenton him. At 
the table waiters desert him half ied to attend 
a representative, andin the crowded lobby 
he ‘ir ads a banquet hall deserted.’’ Nubody 
calilson bim. Tne newspapers don’t publish 
bis arrival, and his name is even eliminated 
from the hotel directory of each day. Poor, 
pitiful semblance of oftice and power, he is 
left to commune with his own convictions of 
yvreatuess and to sigh for the downfall of the 
republic. 

Sut let the least of the little men who hold 
seais in the house flop off a train and he lands 
on the platform a hero. Randall men, Car- 
lisie men, Cux men surround bim and assure 
bim that they have been pining for 
his arrival, A carriage awaits him at tne de- 
pot door and at his hotel a warm supper 
steams Out its welcome, while the intermedi- 
ate cocktail promptly gets in its work. Re 
porters await bim, and the door of his room 
is reached through a file of the officious lieu- 
tenants who prupuse to manage tue speaker- 
ship contest for the several champions. If 
his name jis Jones and his state tne obscurest 
star in the cluster that glitters on the flag, 
he is a hero and a lord. So 
he will be until next Monday. Then how he 
will fall! The senator whom he wouidn't 
notice to-day will not Know him then and 
his poor little vote will die on the record as 
he callsitand he will never be, heard of 
again until he goes out and tries to whoop up 
the boys nextsummer. This is the congress- 
man’s golden day and | have been amused to 
see how some of them stand this sudden glare 
of glory. 

There are a 
young men in the house. 
Most of them are democrats. God help the 
party! The talk about the rule of ‘‘Young 
America’ in politics is prettv enough but 
when the representatives of that idea get into 
the focus of national notoriety they generally 
shrink into insignifleance or fly into noisy 
and damaging self-assertion. Yuu don’t often 
see a young congressman like John Kenna, of 
West Virginia, who gues into the senate next 
Monday, with a clean busioess record and 
not a silly thing written against him in the 
house below. Sentiment is filtering out of 
politics fast, and it will be a good day for us 
ali when its last sediment is settled and cast 
amid the trash and rubbish of the past, 

The speakership contest has been the live- 
liest ever known in Washington. Two months 
azo Mr. Randa!l was hopelessly behind, and 
he knewit. Still he worked with that firm 
energy and that serene courage 
which are characteristic of the 
man, hoping that some heip would buoy 
him before the goal was reached. The New 
York election came. It doomed all flippant 
threats as to the reopening of the tariff ques- 
tion at this session, and in the lurid light of 
disaster, showed the democracy the plain 
path of its dupy. The money power controls 
New York as it controls Indiana. To ‘offend 
it is death to any party nO matter what its 
principles are. The talk of principle is largely 
slush and the parties of to-day stand so near 
together that the gentleman who votes the 
republican ticket in Massachusetts is actuated 


great many 


by precieely the same motive which infla- 


ence the gentleman who votes the democratic 
ticket in Georgia. 

I talked at dinner to-day with Colonel 
Evins who represents the Greenville district, 
of South Carolina. He spoke 
warmly for Carlisle and said we must battle 
for principle. I asked him what principle 
was iaterestedin this race after Mr. Carlisle 
had shaved down so close to the Ohio plat- 
form and to the stand which Randall had 
originally taken. He spoke ofthe offense to 
the south in Randali’s election. I am ata 
loss to see how any man who knows the his- 
tory of the south can ever feel for Samuel J. 
Randall aught but gratitude for his hopeless 
and heroic battle in our behalf in recon- 
straction times. The Virginia 
election congealed the solid south closer and 
firmer, I think, than it ever was before. What 
we Want isnota man to carry the south. 
Anybody can dethat. Tilden with his busi- 
ness methods carried it. Hancock carried it 
with Bis own folly, an old Barnum’s stupid- 
ity stg@ring the section in the face. The south 
to the,democratic party occupies, as J think, 
a hergic attitude. It comes, and with abso- 
lute «trust, gives its vote. If it be 
said that the northern demo- 
crats have never done anything for 
them, the reply is ready that in the north the 
only friendly voice yet spoken, the only 
friendly hand yet reached has come from the 
democracy. The miserable Mahone business 
in Virginia is over and the expressions dropped 
here every day indicate how human nature 
holds its own and despises treachery and 
meanness in silence while they are in success, 
but in open condemnation when they fail.

THH BUSINESS WORLD. 


Small Orders in Manchester—The Fallures of the 
Week in America. 

PirtspurG, November 30.—The Iron Age of 
this week publishes a number of letters from 
nail manufacturers giving their views on the 
present condition and future prospects of the 
nail trade. A member of the Western Nail 
association says the manufacturers will con- 
trol the production by suspension. If the 
stoppage of five weeks will not effect 
the object another’ shut-down  willi 
follow. Another manufacturer con- 
siders the outlook for 1884 decidedly 
gloomy, while an eastern manufacturer ex- 

resses aN Opinion tnat the great increase of 
factories was caused by the strike in Pitts- 
burg two years ago, as during that time a 
boom was created, resulting in the organiza- 
tion of many new plants. The president of 
the Cable Iron and Nail company, of Aurora, 
Ind., says that the nail trade is undergoing 
a complete revolution by the use of wrought 
scraps, by which nails are manufactuced for 
50 cents less per keg than from pig metal. 

New Haven, Conn., November 30 —It is re- 
ported that the Winchester Arms company, 
of New Haven, the Union Metallic Cartridge 
company, Of Bridgeport, and the large car- 
tridge company in Lowell, have combined, 
and will in the future act together as a syndi- 
cate, controlling the cartridge manufacturing 
industry of the country. The Union com- 
pany, of Bridgeport, employs 1,500 men, and 
the Winchester company nearly as many, in- 
dependemt of the large number working on 
the guns. Itis reported that W. W. Converse, 
president of the Winchester company, will 
be president of the new concern. 

Lonpon, _November 30.—The Manchester 
Guardian, in its commercial article,says there 
isan extremely smal!) demand for goods, es- 
pecially in the Indiaand China departments, 
and business approachesa state of suspension. 
Toe strong position of the cotton market con- 
strains producers to adhere firmly to their quo- 
tations. It is feared that the price of raw ma- 
terial will rise still higher. 

New York, November 30.—In the last seven 
days business failures throughout the United 
States and Canada reported to R.G. Dun &Co., 
mercantile agency, number 242, as against 247 
the previous week. The failures continue to 
be light in New Eaogland and the middie states, 
and numerous ino the western, svuthern, Pa- 
cific states and in Canada,

Tho Fatal Eading of a Baltimore Duck Shooting

O'DONNELL’S TRIAL. 


7_-__-_-— 
THE DEMEANOR OF THE MAN WHO 
REMOVAD CAREY. 


The Son of the Murdered Men on the Stand—A Very 
Contradictory Witness—Mrs. Carey's Wid. 
ow's Weeds—-A New Witness Intros 
duced—Otbher Matters of Intcreet, 


Lonpon, November 30.—The trial of Pat- 
rick O'Donnell, for tbe murder of James 
Carey, began at ten o’clock this morning be 
fore Judge George Denison, in Old Baily po- 
lice court. Two sheriffs and several aldermen 
of london occupied seats on the bench. The 
room in whicii the trial is being held is small, 
and was crowded with spectators, including 
several ladies. All awaited the opening of 
the trial amid suppressed excitement. 
The approaches to the court- 
room were thronged. No _ person was 
admitted to the room without tickets. 
Charles Russell, M. P., and A. M. Sullivan, 
Solicitor Guy and Roger A. Pryor were 
present as counsel for O’Donnell, and Sir 
Henry James, attorney-general, and Messrs. 
Palon and R 8. Wright appeared for the 
government. O’Donneil was brought to the 


dock from the adjoining prison, 
surrounded by the police. The 
prisoner seemed unconcerned. He 
stood very erect at first, then bowed his head, 
clasped his hands quietly, cast glances at his 
counsel, and closely watched the jurors as 
they were called. After the charge had been 
read O’ Donnell took his seat, and leaned over, 
whispered to Mr. Guy for a few moments. 
The jury is a very intelligent one, and is 
composed of men of middle and mature age. 
There was no excitement outside the court- 
house, There were but few people there, and 
they mostly of the respectable class. A large 
police force was on duty, guarding the court. 
THE OPENING OF THE CASE. 

Charles Russell, of O’Donnell’s counsel, 
made a demand that the witnesses be ex- 
cluded from the courtroom. The demand 
was granted. The jury having been called, 
the cierk of the court asked O'Donnell if he 
had any objection to any of them. O'Don- 
nell replied: ‘‘I trust to my solicitor for that.’’ 
W hile the jury was being completed, O’ Don- 
nell seemed amused and exchanged greetings 
wita Mr. Pryor. None of the jurymen were 
challenged. Sir Henry James opened for the 
government. He described Carey's departure 
from England and his voyage to Capetown, 
and said there was no evidence to prove that 
the prisoner embarked on the steamer Kin- 
founs Castle to kill Carey, but a new witness, 
Mr Corbitt, would testify thai at Capetown 
he gave the prisoner, at his urgent request, a 
rough sketch of Carey, and the _ prisuner re- 
marked upon receiving it: “I'll shoot him,” 

O’Donneil listened closely té the addresses 
of the attorney general. He has been allowed 
the use of tobacco, which he chews freely in 
dock. James Parish, steward of the steamer 
Melrose Castle, repeated the evidence he gave 
at the preliminary examination. 

Mr. Russell cross-examined the witness. 
He insisted that O'Donnell was sitting down 
when he fired the shot at Carey, who stood 
leaning against the corner of the cabin two 
yardsaway. Carey might easily have reach- 
ed O'Donnell. but he made no gesture to 
seize him. Witness saw no pistol other than 
O’Donuell’s. He did notsee young Carey go 
to his father’s berth, and only knew by here- 
say that his father’s pistol was found upon 
the boy. 

There was much discussion between coun- 
sel concerning the correctness of plans of the 
cabin of the Melrose Castle, ail of which the 
judge declared to be faulty. At one time 
Judge Denman went into the witness box and 
asked Witness Parish to explain the position of 
the tables and seas. The witness said that 
all the plans were in court. O'Donnell ap 
peared to be greatly interested in this episode, 
watching the judge narrowly. Judge Den- 
man cautioned Parish to be careful in giving 
replies to inquiries, especially regarding his 
position whe. the shots were fired. 

Charles Jones, boatswain of the Melrose 
Castle, was called to the witness stand, and 
rehearsed the testimony which he gave at the 
examination. He was almost sure, but re- 
fused to swear, that O’Donnell’s words were: 
“I did not doit.”” Judge Denman examined 
O’Donnell’s revolver and placed it by his side 
on his desk. 

THE INFORMER’S SON ON THE STAND. 

There was dead silence in the courtroom 
when Thomas Carey, son of James Carey, 
stepped into the witness box. He gave his 
evidence promptly and cooly, but was some 
times told Lo speak more distinctly. Occus- 
ionally he would consider the question well 
before replying, and when he failed to under- 
stand an inquiry, he would shake his head. 
Judge Denman questioned him in regara to 
his father’s position when shot, and the judge 
was especially assiduous in taking notes of 
young Carey’s evidence. When the bag and 
revolver of James Carey were produced in 
court, and piaced in the hands of the witness 
to idéntify, he weighed the weapon and 
looked down the barrel. O'Donnell scrutin- 
ized young Carey narrowly, when he said that 
he was not positive whether 
O'Donnell, after the shooting, said 
‘shake hands, Mrs Carey. I wassent to do 
it,’ or “I bad to doit.’”’ He further testified; 
‘‘[ went for father’s revolver and kept it in 
my pocket because father was unable to use 
it.’ The court then adjourned for lunch. 
Young Carey was ordered to remain in the 
courtroom. 

UNDER CRUSS EXAMINATION, 

After the recess young Carey concluded his 
direct testimony. On being cross-examined 
he said that he had stated at the Bow street 
examination that Mr. Parish came from the 
cabin when the firstshot was fired; that state- 
ment he said was untrue. He had not then 
understood the question. The witness was 
severely questioned concerning other incon- 
sistencies between his present evidence and 
that which he gave at the Bow street exami- 
nation. The evidence was all directed to test- 
ing the truthfulness of minor details of his 
stury for the purpose of affording a means of 
judging the credibility of the main facts. The 
frequency with which the witness contra- 
dicted bimself caused much wmusement in 
court and the spectators to be amazed at his 
unabased demeanorand effrontery. He de- 
clared that O’ Donnell fired his pistol with his 
left band, although the other witness had 
stated that he fired it with his right hand, 
and the witness finally admitte4 that he was 
in doubt as to which hand O'Donnell used, 
He acknowledged that he had told Mr. 
Beecher, second officer of the steamer, that 
he took his father’s pistol to keep it out of 
his mother’s way. On being asked how this 
statement agreed with his previous statement 
that he got it from his father, he declared 
that both statements were true. He denied 
that he had told Walter Young at Port 
Elizabeth, that his father bad 
his pistol when he was _ killed. 

Walter Young was brought into court 
when the witness said he did not recollect 
him. Carey denied that Young had asked 
him why he did not kill O’ Donnell with bis 
fathers pistol at the tin.e of the murder, and 
that he replied: “‘I ran tor the pistol.’’ It 
was not thre, father bad it 

Mrs. Carey, widow of the murdered man, 
wus sworn. She was dressed in deep mourn- 
ing and spoke ina subdued voice. She re 
peaied the testimony she gave at the prelimi- 
nary exami: ation.S he repeated that O’ Don- 
nell exclaimed that he was sentto do it. The 
cross examination of Mrs, Carey was very 


brief, and no new evidence was elicited 
thereby. 
CUBBITT'S DISCLOSURES, 

Thomas Cubbitt deposed that he was a pas- 
senger on the steamer Kilfauns Castle with 
‘Power.’ He was unaware that ‘Power’ 
was ‘James Carey,’’ nntil they arrived at 
Capetown. He was then shown a supple- 
ment of the Weekly Freeman’s Journal. 
which contained a portrait of Carey, and ac- 
counts of his connection with the Irish in- 
vincibles. He recognized the portrait as 
that of ‘*‘Power.’’ He showed the portrait to 
©’ Donnell, who remarked, ‘‘I’|! shoot him.” 
O'Donnell asked for and the witness gave 
him the portrait. On cross examination 
Cubbitt said when O'Donnell remarked, 
“T’ll shoot him,’’ he spoke in a pleasant 
manner, and witness attached no importance 
to the remark at the time.

The Stery of a Street Car Foued Standing On a Cin- 
cinnatl Street. 

CINCINNATI, November 30 —At one o'clock 
this morning a street ear was found by a pe- 
destrian standing still in the Walnut Hills 
section of the city. As he approached the 
car a man stepped from it, fired a shot and 
ran. The driver and the conductor of the car 
were found on the floor bleeding and uncon- 
scious. The car was driven to the stables by 
the finder, who called a surgeon, the men re- 
maining unconscious. The wounds being in 
the abdomen are suppose i to be necessarily fa- 
tal, There are no witnesses to the shooting, 
but parties who got off the car before the 
shooting tellof a quarrel be.ween the conduc- 
tor and a passenger, and this passenger is sup- 
posed to be the man who did the shooting, 

Harry Shafer, a young man in the employ 
of Nerrie, Verbiage & Co., has been arrested 
and confesses that he shot the men. He says 
he had been drinking, put was not intoxi- 
cated; that the conductor quarreled with him 
about his fare and threatened to whip him at 
the end of the route; that the conductor an 
the driver at the end of the route assaulted 
him, and that he fired in self defense. The 
driver, John Cosgrove, who has since died, 
made an anti-mortem statement, that Shafer 
was fighting in the car with the conauetor, 
and he tried to help the conduc:or, when 
Shafer fired Swift, the conductor, may re- 
cover. He says that Shafer was drunk and 
refused to get off at the end of the route; 
that he tried to put him off, whereupon 
Shafer pegan firing. 

BaLtimMore, November 30.—About noon to- 
day. Mrs Riall, a married woman living on 
Biddle street- cut the throats of her two girl 
children, aged respectfully four years and 
eighteen months, and then cut her own 
throat. Both of the children soon died, and 
the mother, though yet alive, is not expected 
tosurvive She says she does not want to 
live. Domestic trouble was the cause. The 
family occupied a good position. Mrs, Riall 
is about twenty eight years old. 

Early this morning the mother of Mrs. Ri- 
all stopped at her reom, and learned from 
her daughter that she did not feel well. 
Later she called again, when Mrs. Riall asked 
for a cup of coffee. The mother thought she 
detected the smell of gas, but Mrs. Riall said 
it was a mistake. The door was locked, and 
she refused to open it. Mrs. Marsh, mother 
of Mrs, Riall, became alarmed, and the po- 
lice were notified, and an officer went to the 
house. Mrs. Riall still refused 
to open the door and it was broken open. 
Mrs. Riall was fouud standing in the middie 
of the room in her night dress, and blood 
ranning from her throat. Her little children 
were both dead, lying on the bed. She had 
cut all the arteries and veins in the left wrist 
of each, and they soon bled todeath. Mrs. 
Riall, when discovered, could not speak, but 
with a pencil wrote that she did not want 
to live. Her husband is 
a traveling salesman and was absent 
from home when the tragedy was enacted. 
Mrs. Riall has never shown any evidences of 
insanity, but complained very much be- 
cause of the long and frequent absences of 
her husband from home. She is alive to- 
night, but there is no probability that she can 
recover.

The num- 
ber of business men who are ruined eVery year by 
thissort of speculation is very large. Very few 
make any considerable sum, and when they are 
fortunate they generally coutinue tospeculate until 
they have lost allthey made and, perhaps, their 
original capital besides. The very rich men are 
the ones who make the money. They can afford 
tocairy their contracts if the market is against 
them until it turnsin their favor. Their success is 
shown by the enormous fortunes they are accu mu- 
lating. Each one of these big fortunes, however, 
represent thousands who have been made penni- 
less °

THE CONVICTS AGAIN. 


The Bend Given by the Mariettaand North Georgia 
Road and the Case Set for Hearing. 

Exceptions having been taken upon both 
sides to the recent decision of Judge Ham 
mood in the matter of the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad’s quota of convicts, 
the matter has been taken before the supreme 
court, and has been set down for a hearing on 
Tuesday, December llth. The questions at 
issue are of great importance to the parties on 
either side. and the decision will affect the 
losing side very seriously. 

After signing the bills of exceptions Judge 
Hammond decided to continue the injunc- 
tion against Principal Keeper Nelms, pending 
the hearing, unless the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad company should make and 
file in the clerk’s office of the superior court 
of Fulton county, within ten days, a bond in 
the sum of $2 000, with good and sufficient 
security, to be judged of by theclerk of the 
court,conditioned to pay to the complainants 
whatever amount may be found against it by 
the jury on the final hearing of the case for 
the hire of the convicts received by it from 
the date of the order, and which it may be 
found should have gone to the complain- 
ants. In that event the temporary order 
should stand dissolved. In the other event 
the penitentiary companies, by giving a like 
bond in the sum. of $5,000, likewise condi- 
tioned, were to receive alithe convicts now 
in the possession of the road and that might 
be assigned them in the meantime.

‘‘Windy Dick,” the clerical looking confi 
dence man and pickpocket, took his depart- 
ure for Indiana, yesterday afternoon, via the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. Yesterday 
morning at 4 o’clock Mr. O. Taylor, 
of LaFayette, Indiana, reached 
Atlanta. He was armed with a requisition 
for Preston, and soon after breakfast he visi 
ted the city prison where he made himself 
known by exhibiting his authority. Imme 
diately after introducing himself to Chief 
Connolly «Mr. Taylor was conducted to the 
cell in which Preston has been confined since 
his arrest. The recognition was mutual, and 
Preston seemed glad to meet Mr. Taylor, to 
whom he said: 

“Tf would rather go to LaFayette with you 
than with any one else.”’ 

Mr Tayior returned to the chief's office, 
where he was cordially greeted by Mrs. Pres- 
ton. . Mrs. Preston quickly detailed to Mr. 
Taylor her arrest and detention and was pro- 
fuse in ber abuse of the Atlanta officials, 

Mr. Taylor said that Mrs. Preston was not 
wanted and Chief Connolly turned to the 
pickpocket’s wife and said: 

‘Mrs. Preston, you are at liberty to go. | 
am sorry we have been compelled to detain 
you, but your associations aroused our suspi- 
cion. Fur what trouble we have given you I 
am sorry, but the circumstances justified the 
arrest.’’ 

Mrs Pres‘on arose with a bewitching ard 
captivating smile, and going to her valise, be- 
gan arranging her notions; while doing this 
she said: 

“—- know, chief, that you 
have been kind to me, and I appreciate your 
kindness I teld you there was nothing 
against me. But there are some policemen 
here that are regular ‘smart Alecks’ and I 
just want to get a chance to get even with 
them.”’ 

After gathering ber effects together, Mrs. 
Preston left the prison. But betore leaving 
she made things a little warm about the 
place. The first contest in which she was 
engaged was with her attorneys. When 
these pentlemen ascertained that 
Mrs. Preston would be released they put 
in an appearance and demanded their fee for 
their services. One hundred and fifty dollars 
was asked,but Mrs. Preston positively refused 
to pay that amount, declaring that 1t was ex- 
tortion. However, Mr. Glenn withdrew his 
fee and Mrs: Presion compromised with Mr. 
Irwin by paying him fifty dollars. 

Mr. Taylor paid to Captain Aldridge 
two bundred dollars reward and about 2 
o’clock took Preston to the union passenger 
depot. Preston wasactired ia the same neat 
black suit and wore a pair of heavy, but not 
handsome braceletson his wrist. He kicked 
when Mr. Taylor asked him to holdup his 
hands and mude ali sorts of premises to keep 
the bandcuffs off, but Mr. Taylor knew Pres- 
ton to be an ugiy customer and decided to 
take ne chances with him. Before the train 
left the city the police learned certainly that 
two confidence men, who have’ been in the 
city ever since Preston and his wife came, 
but who have avoided the officers, were going 
on the same train and that their object 
was Preston’s release. The officers 
made every effort to arrest Preston’s friends, 
but without success, Mr, Taylor was notified 
of the facts and Mounted Officer Dick Ciark 
wus detailed to atcompeny him. Shouid 

ston's friends attempt his release they 
will be given a warm reception. Preston as 
certained by some means that his associates 
would accompany him, and as soon as he 
heard it his couutenance brightened up and 
a smile played over his face. 

At the Union passenger depot Mrs. Preston 
circulated freely. Some how ber identity 
became known and she was quite and object 
of curiosity, but despite the many eyes tbat 
were constantly upon her she manifested no 
embarrassment. Before leaving the city she 
exhibited ber diamond ripgs to an officer and 
smilingly asked: 

“Do you want them?’ 

Being answered in the negative she de- 
clared that she never had any fear of losing 
them, and when asked how she bad concealed 
them she seemed to relish telling the story. 
She had a breastpin composed of two parts, 
which were joined togetber by twisting the 
two parts in opposite directions, Both parts 
were hollow, and into these cavities she 
dropped the diamond ring. When screwed 
togetner detection was almost impossible. To 
the same gentleman Mrs. Preston made 
several important revelations, woich may 
have been true, but if they were untrue she 
has gathered a most accurate knowl- 
edge of the _ stationhouse  buiiding 
and its surroundings during. her  briet 
imprisonment. She openly deciared that on 
the night of her arrest she was communicated 
with 


the 


BY PARTIES ON THE OUTSIDE 
who are frienis to herself and husband. 
Touching the communication she said: 

‘All I had to do was to hoist a window, go 
out on the balcony and receive a note from 
the window in the secoud floorof the hotel 
next to the prison. And hereis the note,”’ 
she said, holding up a bit of paper. 

‘‘Let me see it?’ said the officer, 
prise depicted on his face, 

“No, i thank you,’ was her Answer, which 
was accompanied by asly wink directed at 
her interrogator. 

‘But how did you know that any one was 
at the window with a note”’’ asked the of- 
ficer. 

‘Well, if you think I am going to tell you 
ail you are mistaken. But what would you 
think if I were to tell you that my rings were 
locked in4n iron safe in this city during part 
of my imprison ment?” she asked, 

‘Were they?’ asked the officer. 

‘Never mind, just now,’’ was the reply. 
‘However, my imprisonment has never both- 
ered me. I knew you could not keep me or 
get anything I had. My only trouble was on 
Dick's account.”’ : 

W hether or not Mrs. Preston adhered strict- 
ly to the truth is not of ceurse known. But 
that she did have her diamonds with her 
while in prison there can be no doubt. 

Thursday night Captain Aldridge 
had an interview with Mrs. Preston 
during which she informed the captain that 
she had purchased these diamonds with her 
own money. She then said to the captain: 

‘Will you telegraph to the man from whom 
{ boughtgihem if I will pay the expenses 
Just ask him if Mrs Preston did buy dia- 
monds fora certain sum on a certain day. 
Would his reply satisfy you?’ : 

‘I guess it is useless to telegraph, as the 
sheriff will get. here to-morrow.’ 

‘Well, will you take my diamonds and 
keep them for me, if 1 tell you where they 
are? I believe I can Irust you.”’ 

“Where are they ?’’ asked the captain; and 
this question caused Mrs. Preston to change 
ber mind, and afier that she refused to talk 
about the diamonds But there can be no 
doubt about Mrs. Preston’s careful secretion 
of the precious stones. 

On the same night that Captain Aldridge 
had his interview with Mrs. Preston he had a 
talk with Preston, during which Preston of- 
fered him $2,000 to release him. Mr. Taylor 
says that, Preston’s return to Indiana will be 
a welcome one. He declares that Prestun is 
abad man. His father isa wealthy and in- 
fluential citizen of Omaha, Neb. Preston’s 
story concerning the robbery of Congressman 
Howard is true, and that is the offense for 
which he is wanted.

WILL VW ERE HAVE CHEAPER COAL 
FROM ALABAMA? 


A Censtitu‘ion Men Tak s 6 iurn About Town aod 
Telkato the Coal and Rsiilrca? Mon—W bat Mr. 
Joseph M. Browo S+y-—Mr. L. 8. 
Brown and Mr. Griffia Sp:ak. 


For many years it has been generally be- 
lieved, and confidently predicted, that the 
completion of a railway line from Atlanta to 
birmingham would cause a material decline 
in the price of coal. Itis well known that 
the Birmingham eoal district covers a large 
area, and its supply of fuel will not be ex- 
hausted for generations tocome. The effect 
of bringing Atlanta intodirect communica- 
tion with this immense field, people naturally 
supposed, would be to create a sharp compe 
tition at this point, resulting in a precipitate 
tumble in the price of coal both for manufac- 
turing and domestic purposes, 

The first part of the programme, viz.: rail- 
way connection with the Birmingham dis- 
trict, is now an accomplished fact, but the 
second part remains one of the problems yet 
to be solved by the future. The Georgia 
Pacific brings in eight or ten car loads of coal 
per day, but this bas no effec: upon the situa- 
tion. Hearing some talk concerning the rates 
fixed by the new roaa a CoNSTITUTION man, 
in the course of his rounds yesterday, col- 
lected a few facts, figures and opinions bear- 
ing upon the subject. 

A TALK WITH MR. GRIFFIN. 

Mr. Griffin, the general frengut agentof the 
East Tennessee, Virginia aud Georgia railroad, 
was first visited. 

“Our rates on Coal Creek coal,’’ said Mr. 
Griffin, *‘are $1.80 per ton for steam purposes, 
and $2 for domestic or grate eval. The New- 
comb and Jelilico are carried for $1.85, steam, 
and $2 05, domestic. Montevailo is $1.75 for 
both steam and domestic. The rates on coal 
from the Broken Arrow fields are $1.40, 
steam, and $1.60, domestic.’’ 

‘‘Tnose are the rates from the mines to At- 
lanta?’’ 

Exactly.” 

‘‘Have the rates increased or decreased since 
last year?’ ' 

‘There has been a considerable decrease. 
Last year our rateson Coal Creek were $2, 
steam, and $230, domestic. There were no 
rates on Newcomb and Jellico, as the line 
was not open. Montevallo was $2 for steam 
and domestic. So you see that quite a reduc- 
tion has been made.’”’ 

‘‘What do you think of the present rates?”’ 

‘Well, 1 think they are pretty low—low 
enough.”’ 

‘Do you think there is any probability ofa 
reduction in the near future?” 

‘Doubtiul.”’ 

MR. JOSEPH M. BROWN, 

At the Western and Atlantic railroad depot 
the scribe sought further information from 
Mr. Joseph M. Brown, general freight agent 
of the road. In reply to a question Mr. 
Brown gave the following as the rates per ton 
on the Western and Atlantic: 

Dade coal and Castie Rock, steam $1 40, do- 
mestic $1 60; Whiteside,steam $1 50, domestic 
$170; South Pittsburg, steam $150, do- 
mestic $1 70; Vulcan mines, steam 
$1.50, domestic $170; Rathburn (Seddy 
mines), steam $150, domestic $1 70; Day- 
ton, steam $1 50, domestic $1 70; Spring City, 
steam $1.50, domestic $1.70; Glen Alice, 
steam $150, domestic $1.70; Rockwood, 
steam $1.50, domestic $1.70; Oakdale 
Junction, steam $160, domestic $1 80; 
Glen Mary, steam $1.81, domestic $2.01; 
Helenwood, steam $190, domestic $2.01; 
Flat Rock, steam and domestic, $2 01; Green- 
wood, steam $2.15, domestic $235; Birming- 
ham, steam $2; Sewanee, steam $1.83, domes- 
tic $2.03, 

‘-How do these rates compare with those of 
last vear?’’ asked the reporter, as he glanced 
over the figures. 


‘We have made no change since last year,’’. 


wag.the reply. ‘‘The through rate to Atlanta 
is reasonably low as it stands, and our rates 
to local stations are the lowest of any road in 
the southern states. This policy has greatly 
increased the business of the road.”’ 

‘Do you think these rates will stand?” 

“That is the outlook for some time to 
come?” 

MR. L. 8. BROWN, 

Mr. L. 8S. Brown, general freight agent of 
the Georgia Pacific, was the next party seen. 
After the reporter bad stated the object of 
his visit, the agent said: 

‘We ship coal from the Birmingham coal! 
fields to Atlanta at $1.50 per ton, steam coal, 
and $1.70 domestic: At present, however, 
there is no domestic or vrate coal, and tLe 
steam coal is all contracted for. After awhile 
the mining operations will be extended and 
a greater supply furnished,”’ 

‘What about the domestic coal ?”’ 

‘It is there, plenty of it, but it has 
been developed around Birmingham. There 
ate also large fields ofit in tbe Cababa dis- 
trict, on our lime of road, but these mines are 
still undeveloped.”’ 

‘‘People were under the impression,” said 
the man with the note book, ‘that coal 
would drop when the Georgia Pacific reached 
birmingham,” 

‘The road has done its part,’’ replied Mr. 
brown. ‘*The present rates are low, but, as | 
said before, the mines have long time con- 
tracts for their steam coal, and the domestic 
is not developed yet, sothere is no percepti- 
ble increase ia the supply thrown upon the 
market.”’ 

‘‘Do you think that the Georgia Pacific will 
stick to its present rate “ag 

“That is the way it looks to me. In the 
matter of the supply, though, there will be a 
great change in the future. When we fill the 
gap in the road and extend it to Columbus; 
when the Cahaba fields are developed and 
when we reach the Walker county fields in 
Mississippi, then lookout for such an output 
of coal as was never seen before. The supply 
is unlimited, 

WHY COAL IS HIGH IN ATLANTA, 

The railruad men interviewed by the re- 
porter were all unanimous in the opinion 
that the high price of coal in Atlanta is not 
in any manner due to the freight rates 
but is entirely owing tothe profits exactec 
by the dealers. For instance,coal can be hac 
inthe Birmingham district at $1 25 per ton 
the freight on it is $1.50, ailowing it to be 
laid down in Atlanta for $2.75 per ton. Now 
the dealers here want from $6 to $7 per tor 
forit. A reduction- in freight rates, it has 
been found, does not reduce the price of coa!) 
in the dealers’ hands. Last year, when the 
Western and Atlantic and the Cincinnat 
Southern roads reduced 60 centsaton on 
their rates, the dealers stood by their forme 
prices. The State road will now lay coal 
from the minesit reaches down in Atlanta for, 
on an average, $4 50 a ton first cost,and freight 
included. It will easily be seen from these 
figures that the dealers are making a good 
thing of it. This is the view the railroa 
menu take of the business, and people who bur 
coal will doubtless agree with them.
